Now let's talk about ways to make technology work more efficiently. 


The corresponding human right is the right to respect your private and 
family life. 


We can use strong nudges to get more people to cooperate voluntarily, like 
increasing the costs of involuntary and increasing the benefits of voluntary. 


People who actively cooperate with the government become national 
heroes, receiving honors (anti-epidemic badges), more rights (priority in 
enrollment), and more benefits (subsidized food). 

People who actively resist the government's fight against the epidemic will 
have their rights and benefits gradually reduced and will eventually be 


classified as terrorists because they threaten the country's economy and 
people's security.
